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LINCOLN  NEVER  LEFT  KENTUCKY 

Note j      The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  twenty-six  chapters  in  a  story  of  the 
influence  of  Kentucky  and  Kentuckians  on  the  life  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  the 
interest  he  took  in  the  state  of  his  birth  during  the  Civil  War. 

The  title  of  the  story.—  which  is  liberally  annotated  and  portions  of  which  are 
brought  to  light  here  by  many  hours  of  research  from  original  documentary 
sources       may  be  either: 

"Lincoln  Never  Left  Kentucky" 
or 

"Kentucky  Was  Always  With  Lincoln" 
or 

"A  New  Look  At  Lincoln  And  The  State  Of  His  Birth" 
Which  of  the  proposed  titles  appeals  to  you? 

Special  attention  is  called  to  chapters  1,  3,  6,  7,  10,  13,  15,  17,  18,  20,  23, 
24  and  25  in  which  there  is  much  virgin  material  dealing  with  Lincoln  and  Ken- 
tucky (or  Kentuckians)  -  -  -  or  the  subject  matter  has  been  so  glossed-over  and 
forgotten  in  the  century  since  the  1860 's  that  it  now  appears  to  be  virgin* 

The  research  and  writing  was  done  by  Hugh  Oliver  Potter  a  native  of  Owensboro, 
Kentucky,  who,  oddly  enough,  was  born  on  Jefferson  Davis1  birthday.    Potter  is 
a  former  newspaper  reporter,  city  editor  and  photographer*    (He  has  several  hun- 
dred 35  MM  color  slides  on  the  Lincoln  story,  from  where  his  grandfather  Capt. 
Abraham  Lincoln  was  killed  by  Indians  to  where  he  was  assassinated,  and  where 
he  is  buried*  ) 

Potter  has  been  manager  of  Radio  Station  WOMI  in  Owensboro  for  twenty-two  years. 
He  was  the  first  president  of  the  Kentucky  Broadcasters  Association  in  1945  and 
served  as  its  secretary-treasurer  for  twelve  more  years.    He  is  (1960-61)  a 


member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Association  of  Broadcasters, 
representing  Kentucky  and  Ohio  radio  stations, 

It  was  through  his  radio  contacts  that  Potter  met  Abraham  Lincoln's  chief 
broadcasting  advocate,  Carl  Haverlin,  President  of  Broadcast  Music,  Incorporated, 
who  infected  him  with  the  Lincoln  bug.    This  story  resulted  after  the  germs  in- 
cubated, multiplied  and  spread  throughout  his  system*

Chapter  1    — -    "Lincoln's  Kentucky  In  1809  Was 
No  Longer  A  Vast  Wilderness'1 

Abraham  Lincoln's  Kentucky  was  no  longer  a  vast  wilderness  when  he  was  bom,  but 
the  seventh  most  populous  state  in  the  Union,  having  made  a  record  84  percent 
gain  between  1800  and  1810*    Transylvania  University  had  granted  its  first  AB 
degree  seven  years  before  Lincoln's  birth;    the  Bank  of  Kentucky  had  been 
chartered  with  $1,000,000*00  capital  in  1806;    Henry  Clay  was  in  the  U.  S. 
Senate;  a  circus  with  an  elephant  visited  Elizabethtown  when  Lincoln  was  a  year 
old;  a  grand  ball  was  given  for  Aaron  Burr  at  Frankfort  in  1806,  and  Elizabeth- 
town  stores  offered  for  sale  lace  hose,  silk  gloves,  coffee,  dishes,  Bibles, 
latin  books,  histories  and  silk  suspenders.    Lincoln's  Kentucky  contemporaries 
included  men  who  would  become  giants  in  government  and  business  as  the  nation 
expanded • 

Chapter  2    — -      "Kentucky  Influences  Surround 

Lincoln  In  Indiana  -  1816  to  1830" 

Lincolns  found  slavery  existed  openly  in  Indiana  on  their  arrival  from  Kentucky; 
1820  census  listed  190  negro  slaves  in  the  State.    Kentuckians  camped  at  the 
mouth  of  Blackford  Creek  waiting  for  Indian  treaty  to  open  the  new  territory  to 


settlers.    Reverend  Thomas  Downs,  one  of  the  founders  of  Little  Pigeon  Baptist 
was  "never  fond  of  temperance  societies" •    Abraham  Lincoln  did  farm  work  and  was 
handy  boy  while  a  ferry  operator •    Emancipator  failed  to  become  "very  important" 
to  Squire  Pate's  family «    Lincoln  flatboat  owner,    James  Gentry,  was  extensive 
hog  raiser  in  Kentucky  before  going  to  Indiana,    Congressman  Ratliff  Boon  and 
Storekeeper  William  Jones  influenced  Abe's  early  political  interest,  Lincoln's 
1844  speech  at  Rockport  was  reported  as  "plain,  argumentative  and  of  an  hour's 
duration".     Spencer  county  gave  Lincoln  a  plurality  of  188  votes  over  Douglas 
in  his  first  race  for  President;    a  majority  of  141  over  McClellan  in  1864*

Chapter  3    —     "Lincoln's  Illinois  Was  A  'Kentucky 

Colony ' j  1830  to  1860  Period" 

Early  residents  of  Prairie  State  represented  more  than  fifty  Kentucky  counties. 
Lincoln  and  Governor  Ewing  shared  mutually  low  opinions  of  each  other*    At  least 
seven  other  men  with  Kentucky  backgrounds  headed  state  government  in  Illinois 
during  Lincoln  era*    Future  President  challenged  former  Kentuckian  to  reveal 
damaging  "facts"  he  claimed  to  know  about  him  during  early  election  campaign* 
Legislator  Lincoln  offered  to  cut  his  own  throat  if  a  former  Kentuckian  and  his 
good  friend  William  Butler  "shall  seriously  say"  he  believed  him  capable  of  be- 
traying his  friends  for  any  price*

Chapter  4  - —     ''Mentor  Graham  And  Mary  Owens 

Teach  Lincoln  Lessons  at  New  Salem" 

Lincoln's  Kentucky-born  Illinois  tutor,  Mentor  Graham,  had  a  place  of  honor  on 
the  inaugural  platform  March  4,  1861*    Lincoln's  appointment  as  postmaster  of 
New  Salem  came  from  a  Postmaster  General  from  Kentucky*    Future  President  barely 
escaped  marriage  to  over*«sized  Kentucky  old  maid,  who  turned  down  his  proposal 


because  he  was  "deficient  in  those  little  links  which  make  up  the  chain  of  a 
woman's  happiness". 

Chapter  5    - —      "Lincoln  Carries  The  True  Kentucky 
Rifle  In  Illinois  Legislature" 

The  Illinois  legislature  served  as  Lincoln's  high  school  and  college.  He 
entered  it  an  uncertain  youth  and  emerged  from  it  with  full  confidence,  ready 
to  take  his  place  among  the  nation's  future  leaders.    He  led  Long  Nine  (com- 
posed of  eight  ex-Kentuckians  and  a  former  Cincinnatian)  to  victory  in  a  fight 
to  move  the  state  capitol  to  Springfield.    Went  there  as  conquering  hero  to 
start  practice  of  law.    He  signed  a  $16,666.67  note  with  99  others  to  help 
build  the  new  capitol.    Was  associated  with  Usher  Linder  in  legislature,  and 
Matson  slave  case  in  court.    Sent  Linder 8s  Confederate  soldier-son  home  from 
military  prison  as  Christmas  present  to  his  old  friend. 

Chapter  6    "Lincoln  The  Lawyer  Has  Three 

Partners  At  Springfield?  Each  From  Kentucky" 

Abraham  Lincoln's  three  Springfield  law  partners  were  each  natives  of  Kentucky. 
John  Todd  Stuart  encouraged  him  to  become  a  lawyer  instead  of  a  blacksmith; 
Judge  Stephen  T.  Logan  helped  him  become  a  careful  legal  craftsman,  and  William 
Herndon  relieved  him  of  office  routine  so  he  could  ride  the  circuit  and  build 
his  political  future.    Lincoln  served  in  legislature  under  Whig  leadership  of 
Stuart,  who  introduced  him  to  Springfield  society.    Partnership  ended  after 
Stuart  entered  Congress.    Stuart  switched  to  Democratic  party  and  returned  to 
Congress  in  1862  as  member  of  Lincoln  opposition.    Logan  had  been  Kentucky 
Commonwealth's  attorney  before  moving  to  Illinois.    He  approved  Lincoln *s 
admission  to  practice  in  Sangamon  Court.    Logan  failed  in  attempt  to  succeed 


Lincoln  in  Congress.    Lincoln  made  unsuccessful  effort  to  get  supreme  court 
judgship  for  him,    Lincoln  and  Logan  help  draft  Whig  circular  endorsing  tariff 
to  put    "burthen  of  revenue, .« .almost  entirely  on  the  wealthy  and  luxurious  few." 
President  invited  former  partner  to  attend  "interesting'ceremony"  at  Gettysburg 
cemetery* 


Chapter  7    - —      "Lincoln's  Most  Intimate  Friend  - 

Joshua  Fry  Speed  -  of  Louisville" 

Formality  replaced  cordiality  in  written  references  to  Speed's  "Black-eyed 
Fanny"  after  Lincoln  married,  causing  suspicion  that  jealous  nature  of  Mary 
Todd  Lincoln  may  have  been  a  factor 0    Speed  shared  room  and  bed  with  Lincoln 
after  he  arrived  to  start  career  in  Springfield*    Lincoln  and  Speed  had  opposing 
views  on  slavery  issue.    Louisvillian  served  his  long-time  friend  as  confiden- 
tial representative  in  their  home  state  during  Civil  War, 


Chapter  8    "Lincoln  Marries  a  Kentucky 

Girl  In  Haste  At  Springfield" 

"I  have  known,.,, an  old  poke  easy,  that  used  to  walk  our  streets  and  was  said  to 
be  hen  pecked,  to  be  President  of  the  United  States",  wrote  an  acquaintance  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,    Mary  Todd  Lincoln  is  variously  described  as  "hell  cat"  and  as 
"truest  lady  in  cur  beloved  land".    Lincolns  started  married  life  in  Globe 
Tavern  at  $4.00  a  week  for  room  and  board*  later  bought  a  $1,500  home  from 
minister.    Once  gave  a  reception  for  300,    Todd  relatives  created  a  patronage 
problem  for  President;      brought  grief  to  Mrs.  Lincoln  during  the  War.  Mary 
Lincoln  was  interested  in  spiritualism.    Refused  to  permit  President  to  be 
buried  in  vault  prepared  by  citizens  of  Springfield,    Ten  years  after  husband's 
assassination,  she  was  declared  insane  but  later  released  from  private  insti- 


tution.    Died  in  Ninian  Edwards  home  where  she  and  Lincoln  were  married* 


Chapter  9    — -      "Mary  Todd  Lincoln  Hitches  Her 

Husband rs  Wagon  To  Political  Star" 

Mrs,  Lincoln  lost  little  time  after  marriage  in  getting  her  husband  started 
toward  Washington,    Kentucky-native  John  J,  Hardin  dropped  out  of  the  Congress- 
ional race  to  give  Lincoln  Whig  nomination,    Future  President  complained,  a  year 
after  marriage,  that  his  political  foes  put  him  "down  as  the  candidate  of  pride, 
wealth,  and  aristocratic  family  distinction",      Lincoln  owed  debt  to  Peter  Cart- 
wright,  former  Kentucky  preacher,  for  "whispering  campaign"  which  gave  him  an 
opportunity  to  put  a  statement  in  the  record  about  his  religious  belief.  Said 
he  could  not  "support  a  man  for  office,  whom  I  knew  to  be  an  open  enemy  of « » • *  < 
religion,"     Close  associates  branded  Lincoln  as  an  infidel,  "sometimes  border- 
ing on  atheism," 


Chapter  10    — -     "Lincoln  Had  Kentuckians  On  All 

Sides  While  In  30th  Congress" 

Congressman  Lincoln  climbed  on  the  Presidential    bandwagon  of-  Zachary  Taylor  of 
Kentucky  soon  after  entering  the  House  as  a  lone  Illinois  Whig,  Representative 
John  Jameson  of  Missouri,  ex-Kentuckian,  replied  to  Lincoln's  speech  defending 
his  vote  that  Mexican  War  was  unnecessarily  and  unconstitutionally  commenced 
by  President  Polk,      Opposition  press  in  Illinois  condemned  Lincoln  for  offering 
"spotty  resolutions";    one  precinct  resolved  he  was  the  "Benedict  Arnold  of  our 
district". 


Chapter  11    — -    "Lincoln's  Interest  In  Politics  Reawakened 

By  Two  Men  From  Kentucky" 

Lincoln  gave  a  patient  hearing  to  Cassius  Clay's  speech  calling  for  repeal  of 
Kansas-Nebraska  act.    Was  aroused  into  action  and  took  the  stump  with  object  of 
reelecting  Richard  Yates  to  Congress.    Yates  lost  but  Lincoln's  sincerity  and 
logic  in  discussing  slavery  issue  attracted  attention  to  him.    Yates  became 
War  governor  of  Illinois  and  forecast  Lincoln  would  "use  entire  facilities  of 
government"  to  defend  the  constitution*    Yates  gave  Grant  his  commission  as  a 
Colonel  and  returned  him  to  the  Army,    "Cash"  Clay  became  a  War-time  problem 
to  Lincoln,    While  minister  to  Russia  he  fathered  a  son  by  a  ballet  star} 
divorced  by  wife  after  Russian  boy  arrives  in  Kentucky.    Clay  married  a  15-year- 
old  girl  when  he  was  84a    His  brother  and  nephew  were  in  Congress  from  Kentucky 
during  Lincoln  administration.      Was  third-cousin  of  Henry  Clay,  who  influenced 
Lincoln's  early  political  thinking. 


Chapter  12    - —     "Ex-Kentuckian  Withdraws  Lincoln's  Name 

From  Consideration  For  Vice  President" 

Two  years  after  his  return  to  politics,  Lincoln  was  presented  as  Illinois' 
favorite  son  at  the  first  national  convention  of  the  Republican  party,  John 
M.  Palmer,  who  withdrew  Lincoln's  name  after  his  loss  was  certain,  defeated 
Lincoln  in  his  last  law  suit.    In  1865  Palmer  was  welcomed  by  Louisville  Journal 
as  Union  Army  commander  of  Kentucky,  Delivers  address  at  public  meeting  in 
Louisville  following  President's  assassination. 


Chapter  13    "Cooper  Union  Speech  Makes  Lincoln  A  Prime 

Presidential  Possibility;    Kentuckians  Preceded  Him" 

Lincoln's  Cooper  Institute  speech  gave  him  a  needed  opportunity  to  be  seen  and 

heard  by  East  coast  political  opinion-makers,      Frank  Blair,  Jr.,  and  Cassius 


Clay  of  Kentucky  preceded  him  in  lecture  series  in  New  York,    Congressman  Blair 
gave  a  pledge  of  "our  lives,  our  fortunes,  and  our  most  sacred  honor"  to  preserve 
the  Union.    The  New  York  Herald  said  Clay  presented  "claims  of  the  ubiquitous 
nigger"    in  "the  most  commonplace  language".    Clay  closed  with  a  plea  that  people 
of  the  North  "must  never  lose  their  fraternal  feeling  for  the  South  in  the  day  of 
triumph."     Lincoln  heard  the  crowd  give    "three  cheers"  for  Seward.  Horace 
Greeley  refered  to  Lincoln  as  "my  eloquent  Western  friend";  audience  rose  "spon- 
taneously" and  cheered  "with  the  full  power  of  their  lungs". 

Chapter  14    — -     "A  Candidate    Needs  A  Political  Symbol; 

Two  Former  Kentuckians  Give  Lincoln  One" 

Richard  Oglesby  and  John  Hanks  located  an  old  fence  built  by  Lincoln  and  with  it 
made  him  the  "Rail  Splitter"  candidate.    Hanks  sold  one  rail  to  a  man  from  Ken- 
tucky, then  went  back  to  get  a  wagon  load,    Oglesby  became  a  Union  General,  three- 
time  governor  of  Illinois  and  a  U.  S,  Senator.    He  was  one  of  President's  last 
visitors  on  day  of  assassination  and  one  of  the  group  at  Lincoln's  death  bed. 

Chapter  15    —     "Kentuckians  Play  Prominent  Roles  In 

1860  National  Political  Conventions" 

In  addition  to  being  the  birthplace  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  the  winner,  Kentucky  was 
the  home  of  another  nominee  for  President;  the  boyhood  home  of  a  nominee  for  vice 
president;    the  home  of  the  candidate  who  blocked  Stephen  Douglas'  chances  of 
being  the  nominee  of  a  United  Democratic  Party,  and  the  home  of  the  chairman  of 
another  1860  national  political  convention*    Three  Kentucky-born  Illinois  Demo- 
crats were  in  Douglas'  corner  at  Charleston,    John  C,  Breckenridge  played  second 
fiddle  to  James  Guthrie  who  was  Kentucky  Democrats*  first  choice.    Senator  John 
J.  Crittenden  was  favorite  of  galleries  at  National  Constitutional  Union  Conclave, 
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Cassius  Clay  was  "dark  horse"  at  Republican  Convention*    Three  Kentucky  delegates 
to  Chicago  meeting  were  given  federal  appointments. 

Chapter  16    — -     "Ex-Kentuckian  Who  Preferred  Another  For 

President  Makes  Response  For  Lincoln'1 

Orville  Ho  Browning  thought  Edward  Bates  of  Missouri  was  the  strongest  Presidential 
candidate  for  the  Republicans  in  1860c  but  had  to  cast  his  ballot  for  Lincoln  at 
Convention.    Four  months  before,  his  diary  said  Lincoln  thought  he  (Browning) 
"may  be  right"  about  Bates*    After  Lincoln  received  the  nomination  Browning  made 
a"rather  dull"  (or  "eloquent  and  enthusiastic")    response  in  his  behalf.  Lincoln 
and  Browning  had  been  friendly  since  their  days  in  the  state  legislature* 
Browning  was  a  passenger  on  Lincoln  inaugural  train  from  Springfield  to  Indiana- 
polis.   Was  appointed  to  U.  S»  Senate  after  death  of  Stephen  A*  Douglasj  was 
frequent  visitor  at  White  House,    He  failed  in  an  effort  to  get  appointment  to 
Supreme  Court  Judgship  from  Lincoln,    President  dressed  Senator  Browning  down  in 
his  reply  to  a  letter  objecting  to  the  revocation  of  General  Fremont *s  slave 
liberation  order.    Lincoln  pointed  out  the  importance  of  Kentucky  to  the  success 
of  the  Union.    Browning  assisted  in  making  funeral  arrangements  following 
Lincoln*s  assassination© 


Chapter  17    — -    "Kentucky  Seeks  To  Become  Mediator 

Between  North  and  Souths  Remains  In  Union" 

In  the  1860  Presidential  election,  Kentucky  voters  gave  a  middle-of-rcad  Tenn- 
essean  more  votes  than  her  two  native-son  candidates,  Lincoln  and  Breckenridge, 
combined.    Kentuckians *  divided  feelings  toward  President -Elect  was  shown  by 
their  reaction  to  an  invitation  to  Newport  and  Covington  to  join  in  welcoming 
Lincoln  at  Cincinnati  while  enroute  to  inauguration.    Kentuckian,  Major  Anderson, 


who  was  in  command  of  Fort    Sumter,  became  early  wartime  commander  of  home  state* 
Governor  Magoffin  refused  troops  to  Union  and  Confederacy  as  Commonwealth  tried 
to  remain  neutral*    Kentucky  and  Kentucky-born  members  of  the  first  Civil  War 
Congress  li|ed  up  for  and  against  Lincoln *s  assumption  of  war  powers.  Senator 
Lazarus  Powell  blamed  the  Republicans  for  not  cooperating  to  prevent  hostilities 
when  Crittenden  compromise  failed.    Two  Kentucky  Congressmen  voted  against  Mc- 
Clernand  resolution  pledging  members  of  House  to  vote  "any  amount  of  money  and 
any  number  of  men"  needed  to  suppress  the  "rebellion'',      Kentuckians  divided  over 
measure  intended  to  legislate  a  Kentucky  federal  judge  off  bench  because  he  was 
suspicioned  of  being  in  sympathy  with  the  Souths    Judge  later  "joined  the  rebels". 
General  Grant  started  on  the  road  to  fame  with  his  first  stop  en  route  South,  at 
Paducah,  as  Kentucky  neutrality  was  ended 9    General  Sherman  was  relieved  as  Com- 
mander in  Kentucky  after  Secretary  Cameron  heard  his  complaints.  Confederate 
State  of  Kentucky  was  organized  at  Russellville  meetings    Lincoln  reported  to 
Congress  in  December  of  1861  that  Kentucky  "is  now  decidedly »♦ ..ranged  on  the 
side  of  the  Union", 

Chapter  18    -—     "Union  Security  Roundup  Conducted  In 

Kentucky;  Lincoln  Intercedes  For  Victim" 

Former  Kentucky  Governor  Morehead,  who  had  served  in  30th  Congress  with  Lincoln, 
said  he  was  seized  and  "dragged"  from  bed;    hustled  off  to  a  military  prison  in 
New  York  harbor.    His  cell  floor  was  so  damp  that  his  boots  were  covered  with 
green  mold  every  morning.    Drinking  water  ,:was  filled  with  tadpoles",  Louis- 
ville Journal  Editor  Prentice  wrote  Lincoln  that  Morehead *s  arrest  was  not 
"necessary  or  expedient".    Ex-Governor  released  after  Lincoln  interceded  for 
him.    War-time  arrest  of  former  mayor  of  Maysville  resulted  in  sensational  rifle 
duel  with  Union  Army  colonel  whose  father  represented  Kentucky  in  U»  S.  Senate 
while  Lincoln  was  in  House,    Kentuckians  had  found  early  fruits  of  War  were  bitter, 
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Chapter  19    "1862  Provides  President  With  Full 

Share  of  Kentucky  Problems  and  Woes'* 

General  Grant  started  on  his  way  South  from  Kentucky,    Gave  Lincoln  two  quick 
victories  and  a  captured  Confederate  Army  while  President  was  trying  to  get 
Generals  Buell  and  Halleck  to  "move  in  concert" ,    Kentucky  Senator  Powell  charged 
that  Lincoln  administration  caused  5,000  Kentuckians  to  be  arrested  and  imprisoned 
on  suspicion  of  disloyalty,    Expulsion  of  Powell  from  U,  S.  Senate  tried  but 
failed,      Lincoln  was  unsuccessful  in  his  effort  to  convince  Kentucky  Congres- 
sional delegation  it  should  favor  compensated  emancipation  of  slaves*  General 
Boyle  was  appointed  military  commander  of  state  after  visit  to  President, 
Souther  sympathizing  Governor  Magoffin  resigned  after  months  of  "threats  of 
impeachment,  arrest .assassination  ".    Union  General  William  Nelson  was  shot 
to  death  in  Louisville  by  Indiana  General  Jefferson  Co  Davis.    Ex-Kentucky  Con- 
gressman, General  Jackson,  was  killed  in  battle  of  Perryville,      President  placed 
in  middle  of  dispute  over  fugitive  slave  held  by  Wisconsin  colonel  at  Lexington 
as  year-end  brought  promise  of  more  problems  from  Kentucky  for  Abraham  Lincoln, 


Chapter  20  < —      "Lincoln  Orders  A  Fighting  Kentucky 

Colonel  Dismissed  For  Violating  Slave  Law" 

Colonel  John  H#  McHenry,  Jr,9  commander  of  "the  gallant  17th"  Kentucky  Regiment, 
was  dismissed  from  the  Union  Army  by  President  after  ordering  his  men  not  to  aid 
runaway  slaves  after  Lincoln  called  attention  to  "additional  article  of  war"  in 
preliminary  emancipation  proclamation*      Louisville  Journal  published  an  editorial 
calling  for  "enlightened  patriotism  at  Washington"  to  restore  his  rankj  President 
wrote  Secretary  Stanton  he  had  "a  strong  inclination  to  give  Col#  McHenry  another 
chance",  but  nothing  happened,    Cwansboro  lawyer-soldier  next  ran  for  Congress; 
charged  "threats  and  violence  by  armed  soldiers"  placed  at  polls  to  keep  people 
from  voting  for  him,  caused  his  defeat.    Took  contest  to  Washington  but  Congress 
seat&*his  opponent* 
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Chapter  21    "Lincoln  Fears  Union  May  Lose 

Kentucky  As  1863  Begins" 

President  noted  "changed  conduct"  of  some  of  state's  Congressmen  and  "ominous  out-

General  Assembly  had  authorized  the  raising  of  bounty  funds  to  increase  Kentucky 
enlistments  in  the  Union  Army  and  Louisville  was  using  convicted  drunks  to  dig 
on  city's  fortifications  when  shocking  and  saddening  news  was  received  that 
President  Lincoln  had  been  shot.    First  report,  on  inside  page  of  the  April  14, 
1865  issue  of  the  Louisville  Journal,  stated  Lincoln  was  "perhaps,  mortally 
wounded".

Governor  Bramlett  asked  that  "every  church  bell  be  tolled"  and  public  offices 
be  draped  in  mourning  on  the  day  of  Lincoln's  funeral.    He  also  set  aside  May  4, 
1865  as  a  day  of    "fasting,  humiliation  and  prayer"  for  forgiveness  for  the 
"sin  of  our  people  which  has  culminated  in  such  great  crime",  Frankfort 
Commonwealth  was  one  of  few  Kentucky  newspapers  to  refer  to  martyred  President 
as  "one  of  Kentucky's  sons",    Springfield,  (Illinois)  Journal  said  that  at 
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Lincoln's  funeral*  next  to  Illinois,  "no  state  has  surpassed  Kentucky  in  the 
respect  it  has  shown  to  his  memory".     General  Assembly  met  in  special  session 
andl  led  world  in  recognizing  Lincoln  as  having  won  an  "eminent  place  amongst 
the  patriots  and  statesmen  of  the  nation  and  the  world."
